I do not kaow 
that the young men drink salt water 
after being bled like the other calves 
that are bleached for the market by 
cruel butchers, but no doubt salt water 
will soon become a fashionable craze 
in connection with the bleeding pro- 
cess."— M. Y. Times.

the contract to oil the shoes of a re- 
porter, after the prelffuinary brushing 
began by rubbing the leather with a 
wet cloth. When asked what it was 
for he explained: "When 1 began this 
business, " said the operator, pausing a 
moment to cast an admiring glance at 
the high, aristocratic arch of the news- 
gatherer's instep, "1 used to keep 
rubbing the oil into the leather until *. 
rmui told me to stop. 1 thought they'd 
know when they had enough and I 
wanted to give satisfaction. 
Some of 


mv customers complained that the oil 
soaked through their boots and satur- 
ated their SOCKS. I thought perhaps I 
had been putting on too much oil, but 
Die same fault was found in several 
cases wbero 1 had been more careful. 
yinully an old shoemaker whom I 
knew camo along and I asked him 
what I ought to do to save my trade. 
Hi> told me never to oil a shoe until 1 
had wet it tirst. The reason was that 
the water would penetrate the leather 
and, remaining there, keep the oil from 
soaking through. Besides the water 
would soften the leather and open it so 
that the oil would do the leather more 
good. My trade has prospered ever

"1 was oiling a man np one day and 


he asked the same question you did. 
When I explained the reason he said 
that was on the same principle as that 
of painting kerosene oil-barrels.

told him I thought they were painted 
blue just to look nice. He said it was 
to prevent the barrels from leaking. 
During a long voyage or along journey 
by rail sometimes half a barrel would 
leak through the pores of the wood and 
cvapoiate. So some sharp tallow be- 
gan to study some way of preventing 
hiich loss, lie Hrst painted the barrel 
blue on the outside and then filled it 
with water and allowed it to stand un- 
til it had soaked up all it would. Then 
the oil was put in. The water kept the 
oil from soaking into the wood, and 
the paint on the outside kept the water 
from coming out. He got a patent on 
his discovery and now he sits m his 
office and draws his royalty of one 
cent on every barrel made to hold ker- 
osene oil for shipment. He's got a 
mighty soft thing on oil barrels "

bottle of neat's-foot oil into the re- 
porter's fifteen dollar gaiters, rested 
from his labors, and gracefully ac- 
cepted the 
hal^-dollar 
which was 


dropped into his palm. — Chicago News.

Hli Skull Fractured by a Jump From a 


Waoasn Engine. 


This morning at 5 o'clock Irving Hopl 


ping, the Wabash fireman, died at St. 
Mary's Hospital, from injuries received 
Saturday night by jumping from W abash 
locomotive 1168 at Honey Bend on the 
St. Louis division. 
The engineer in 


charge was Brown Whitsel and Hopping 
was the fireman. The engine was pulling 
the Chicago express due here at 12.15 
Sunday morning. The train was going 
at about 35 miles an hour when a side 
rod broke. The flying rod broke a hole 
in the boiler from which the steam poured 
out into the cab, causing the engineer 
and fireman to climb on the coal in tho 
tender for safety. 
No doubt supposing 


that a more serious catastrophe was about 
to occur. Hopping jumped off the tender 
striking the ground on his feet, bounding 
headlong a distance of 30 feet, striking on 
his head. Whitsel remained on the tender 
and in a few minutes succeeded in stop- 
ping the engine. The train was backed 
up to the point where Hopping jumped 
off. 
He was found in an unconscious 


condition, and after another locomotive 
was secured the train was brought to 
Deoatur with the injured fireman on 
board. 
He was taken at once to St. 


Mary's Hospital where he was attended 
by Dr. Cass. Chenowetb, who found that 
the skull at the base of the brain was 
fractured. There was littla or no hope 
that he would recover, and he died as al- 
ready stated at 5 o'clock this morning. 


The deceased was the son ot Samuel 


Hopping, of Pueblo, Colorado, a former 
resident of Decatur. His uncle, Charles 
Hopping, who is a member of the G. A. R. 
band, resides on East Wood street. 
The 


deceased was twenty-seven years of age, 
and was a member of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen. 
He was a good 


fireman and a young man of excellent 
habits, popular with all his associates.

feet, forms the southeast angle of the 
mountain, and is a conspicuous object 
from far and wide. But a moment's 
reflectiou will convince us that tradi- 
tion i« not correct in assigning; this 
lofty pinnacle as the scene of trie oc- 
currence, for we are told that the 
prophet "said to his servant, go up 
now, look towards the sea. And h« 
wont up and looked, and said there i.i 
nothing. 
And ho said, go again seven 


times. 
Now there would have bceu 


no occasion for Elijah to have given 
any such directions to his servant had 
the altar been at the place supposed, 
for the soa is in full view of it, from 
Athlit to ('icaarca; it is evident, there' 
fore, from the words "Go up," thai 
thn 
ultfiri was 
at 
a lower ele- 


vation. The late JDean Stanley has con- 
ji'cluriid that the spot might have been 
on a plateau a little lower down, where 
then.- is a wi-11 on the south slope of the 
mountain; but it has seemed to me 
more likely that it was in a sort of a 
low amphitheater, which, on account 
of its greater area, would have been 
far bettor adapted for so great a multi- 
tude, as that which was assembled to 
witness the discomfiture of the false 
proptinU, anil which lies to the west a 
liltli; below Mahkraka, and completely 
coiiiM.iult'd from the sea view. There ia 
u point w i t h i n a few minutes of what 
would be the center of this plane, from 
wliii-li the sea is clearly visible. And, 
iMirinuslv enough, hidden away in the 
brushwood. 1 came here upon a mas' 
sivi' erection of sijuare slabs of stone, 
oiieh averaging eighteen inches square, 
and eight or nine'inches thick, which 
placed on one another without cemeut, 
make u rude tuuli! about twelve feet 
long mid four fuel high. 


1 do not, of course, pretend that this 


WU.H tlie original ultar, which it is re- 
corded was destroyed at that time, but

CHINESE WOMEN. 


The Kind of Ho»dg«ar Which Stylleh I*- 


dlea Wear In Cold Weather. 


Felt round 
hats, fish-wife pokes 


pointed high above the forehead, and 
turbans of cloth, velvet, or fur, are 
worn by young girls. The color is 
chosen to match the jacket or New- 
market coat, which may be worn with 
various dresses, and the trimmings ara 
of velvet passed around the crown in 
one plain fold, then massed in loops 
that stand up against the crown on the 
left side. Some-sharp wings are thrust 
in these loops, aud on the right side is 
a gilt or silver piu or other ornament. 
Cloth turbans of the dress goods have 
folds forming the crown, and a velvet 
covered brim that rests close against 
the crown. Felt pokes are the most 
becoming hats to girls of this age, and 
seem designed especially for them. 
The brim has usually a puff of velvet 
coming over its edge, and the only 
other trimming needed is a cockade 
bow of loops and forked ends of velvet 
ribbon. 
!Sometinv;s wool lace the 


color of the felt is gathered along the 
brim, or else forms a rosette on the left 
side. 


A narrow standing linen collar or a 


frill of muslin or lace is worn around 
the neck by young girls. White laull 
aud velvet ribbon bows are used to 
fasten this, but most girls prefer a sim- 
ple breastpin 
that 
is convenient 


tu 
wear 
with 
any 
dress. Ear- 


rings arc now seldom seen on girls in 
theirtecus, and many of the risinggen- 
eration refuse altogether to have boles 
bored in their ears. The simplest ar- 
rangement of the hair is adopted by 
school-girls, such as hanging braids, or 
else a braided knot low on the nape of 
the neck, while the front may be 
brushed back smoothly from the'fore- 
head if it is low, or cut in a bang that 
may cover part of a high forehead, and 
perhaps result in inducing the hair to 
grow low«r down.

As lor the women 
of the people, they go freely thjough 
the strceU; they carry packages, mer- 
chandise of all kinds, and adopt very 
successfully, by reason of their uncom- 
monly well-developed muscular power, 
the trade of porters. 


The great Chinese ladies are served 


by female domestics called "amahs." 
Thrse servants sometimes perform com- 
mission,', but not as a rule. No woman 
employed in an aristocratic family 
allows herself to be seen upon the 
street without good reason. 


A mandarin's wife must not show 


herself under risk of being sullied by 
the givze of the populace. 
She shares 


the honors of her husband, gives parties 
in her own house, visits her female 
friends, but the street is forbidden her. 


The Chinese women love their chil- 


dren, and are much loved and re- 
spected by them. The story about 
Chines* infants being, thrown into the 
river is pure humbug. The affection 
shown to the children oy the women oi 
the lower classes is often touching; 
they carry them strapped to their 
shoulders even while at work. 


In the houses of the rich mandarins 


there are always several courts—little 
open yards—through which one has to 
pass before reaching the female apart- 
ments, which are always separated 
from those of the men. 'The married 
people alone occupy the same room; 
every other member of the family must 
occupy a separate room. 


The most 
luxurious Chinese up- 


holstery and furniture never invites 
one to idle repose—in fact the best fur- 
nished house is barely comfortable. 
The bed has no springs'but has a num- 
ber of little cotton mattresses covered 
with silk and padded counterpanes 
which aro all rolled up in one mass 
during the day.
